James Gettys must have been the 


tight hand man of his father for when 
the latter died on March 10. 17!>0, the

James Gettys was a man of brain*, 


fcrce of character and resources and 
undoubtedly 
educated, 
likely one of

James Gettys was not married at 


the date of death of his father, but 
the following year on Dec. 20, 1791. 
iie was married to .Mary Todd, who 
was a cousin of Abraham Lincoln's 
wife.

text-books were such 
as would not 


command the favorable consideration 
of school boards at the present time. 


"My professional employment has 


1-een almost continuous for fifty-nine 
years. In more than half a century 
of service I missed but three and a 
halt" days from the school room, ow- 
ing to the grip. That happened in the 
term of 1899. 


"During the many years that I was 


a resident of Adams county, I never 
was absent from any of the successive 
teachers' meetings. Since 1870 I have 
been a resident of Hanover, and dur- 
ing first term taught the grammar 
school here. In 1870 I was elected 
principal of the Hanover schools, and 
re-elected for seven consecutive terms. 
Since then I have been principal of 
tbe Goldsboro schools, also of the New 
Oxford and Littlestown schools. 


"In addition to the regular school 


terms taught by me. 1 was principal 
of twenty-two local normal sessions of 
twelve weeks each. 
The object of 


these normal schools was to prepare 
students male and female for teach- 
ing, of whom at least 125 took up the

the information was forthcoming that 
James Gettys II.. went to Tennessee 
•when fifteen years old, an age when 
one is not apt to give much thought 
to his genealogy antf afterwards liv- 
ed a busy life far away from his na- 
tive land and could not give but lit- 
tle account of his ancestry. 
When 


in older years he became much inter- 
ested he found the sources of infor- 
mation cut off by death. 


Necessarily the personality of James 


Gettys is one to be largely gathered 
from his work. He was a frontiers- 
man, living an arduous life, doing 
things. That much is certain. 


The father of James Gettys was 


Samuel Gettys. 
He was of Scotch 


Irish origin, one of those ardent 
Scotchmen that would take sides and 
probably found it conducive to long- 
ivity of dayo to move over to Emer- 
ald Isle and then travel over seas to 
America. He emigrated from Done- 
gal in Ireland in 1740 and first set- 
tled in Lancaster county. He stayed 
in the latter county about twenty-five 
years, and during this time, on August 
4. 1759. a son. James Gettys. was born. 
The warrant for the 250 acres in the 
Manor of Maske. the site of the pres- 
ent town of Gettysburg to Samuel Get- 
tys was dated in 17C5, and the family 
moved to their new home about 1767. \ 
The nearest neighbor of the Gettys i 
family is said to have been the Dob- • 
bin family, the former occupying the; 
lop house erected north of the Globe i 
Hotel and the latter the old stone 
house standing on Sieinwehr avenue" 
in This place. 


become the county seat. 
Hunters- 


town had been plotted, and if the 
county seat had been located at that 
point it is altogether likely the coun- 
ty seat would not have borne that 
name, but would have been called 
"Woodstock" for that is the name of 
the town as plotted. 
Citizens from 


many portions of the town became lot 
owners and presumably could then be 
depended upon to lend their voice to 
the selection of Woodstock as the 
county seat. 


James Gettys was wide awake to 


what was going on and when things 
began to get warm, in 1799, he deed- 
ed to Rev. Alexander Dobbin and Da- 
vid Moore, the commisisoners, to se- 
lect the county seat. 200 lots in Get- 
tysburg with the quit rents, and also 
-j lot for a "goal" and court house. 
This was a master stroke of Gettys 
and followed by promises of private 
citizens to subscribe several thousand 
dollars toward the building of jail 
and court house, won the day for Get- 
tysburg.

Makers of Mirrors Poisoned by the 


Vapor of Mercury. 


Kvory mirror is made at the cost 


of human suffering and poisoning. The 
silvering of the glass by applying a 
layer of tinfoil alloyed with mercury 
Involves BO much risk of poisoning, 
the work people constantly breathing 
the mercury vapor, that numerous at- 
tempts have been made to use an- 
other metal for the purpose. 


H was shown by Liebig that a fine 


adherent deposit of 
metallic 
silver 


could be applied to glass by reducing 
a solution of a silver salt with milk 
sugar, so this method has been em- 
ployed as a commercial process. There 
have been partly successful attempts 
to get a like deposit of copper. 


The mirror often lacks brilliance 


and is usually disfigured with stains. 
Put it has been found by one F. D. 
Chattaway of England that solutions 
of copper salts can produce brilliant 
reddish films of metallic copper which 
are as perfect reflectors as silver mir- 
rors. 
His method of coating glass 


with a layer of copper, it is thought, 
will probably be used extensively in 
making mirrors and other glassware 
articles.

obtained a permit for that purpose from the 
Burgess, which shall be based on an appli- 
•atioii setting forth

proposed house, stable or other building, or 
addition thereto, the dimensions of the same 
and the materials of which it is to be con- 
structed, and for which the applicant shall 
lay the sum of fifty cents ; and if no build- 
ng line is already established on the pro- 
>osed location, it shall be the duty of the 
iighvvay Committee to furnish the neces- 
,ary grades and 
lines, aud every person 


duly convicted for failure to obtain such 
jerir.it. or erecting any building pu any 
ther location, or of other dimensions or 


01 other material than that mentioned iu 
;aid application, or failing to build on es- 
ablished lines and grades, or those fur- 
ilshecl by the committee, shall forfeit and 
>ay a fine of not less than ten nor more 
han one hundred dollars and costs. And 
any person building under such a permit 
nay occupy with bulidiug material not more 
han one-third of a street and not longer 
han four months," be the same is hereby 
unended so as to retad as follows :
